DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 5, 7-9, 11, 12, 14, and 15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Shimada et al. (U.S. 5,949,507). Note in figure 1, gate lines 32, 
gate electrode 33, gate insulating film 34, semiconductor layer 35, source electrode 36, 
drain electrode 37, organic insulating layer 42, and reflective electrode 38 made of 
aluminum. Shimada et al. teaches that dry etching an organic resin surface and then 
depositing aluminum on that surface was a conventional method of forming a reflective 
electrode. See column 4, lines 44 - 60. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 2-4, 6, 10, and 13 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Shimada et al. (U.S. 5,949,507). SF6, 02, CF 4 and various combinations of these 
gases were conventionally used during dry etching processes. Benzocyclobutene was 
widely used for insulating layers in liquid crystal devices for its excellent transmission of 
visible light. Although Shimada et al. teaches that it was conventional to form a contact 
hole in the organic insulating layer after dry etching, it would have been obvious to do 
this before dry etching as the two methods were well known to be functionally 
equivalent alternatives.
